WITH OPEN COMEORT FOR REBELS, 


Steamer James Woodall to Leave New Or- 
leans with Arms and Ammunition. | 

New Orleans, La., Sept. 24.—[Special.]— 
The steamer James Woodall proposes to leave 
here tomorrow, and the sensational feature of 
its departure is the open announcement that 
its mission is to take a large consignment of 
arms to the Cuban insurgents. The arms are 
said to be waiting near the mouth of the river. 
The vessel has previously been charged with 
running the Spanish biockade and landing 
Roloff and bis party on the Cuban shore. | 
Some of the crew made the charge while in 
Baltimore, but it was not proved and the 
boat went intc drydock here unmolested, al- 
though it has been constantly watched by 
government officers. The Spanish Govern- 
ment did not deem this espionage sufficient, 
and engaged detectives upon its own account. 

‘Capt. Hudson, the commander of the boat, 
is a daring American seaman, who won noto- 
riety by crossing the Atlantic in a small boat, 
and lately became sole owner of the tug. It 
has been rumored for several weeks that he 
was dickering with the Cuban representatives 
in America anda week or so ago he left for 
New York to arrange the details and agree 
upon a price in case of success. The contract 
was evidently made. The boat will begin its 
journey without Hudson, who will probably 
join it later on. 

The custom-house officials were consulted 
upon the matter, but no decision has been 
reached, The tug proposes to take out reg- 
ular clearance papers, set out for the place 
where the arms are concealed, load them on 
board, and then land them in Cuba 
if it can escape the Spanish cruisers, 
which it is confident it can do, 
It claims its departure cannnot be interfered 
with, holding that as long as it does not carry 
any revolutionists tne transportation of arms 
is not a violation of the neutrality laws. 

Claims It Is Uncle Sam’s Business. 

The Spanish Consul claims it is the business 
of the United States to prevent this aid to the 
rebels and the question has been referred to 
Washington. So far the United States Mar- 
shal has not been authorized to interfere. 

Baltimore, Md., Sept. 24.—[Special.]— 
William Tester, a seaman, arrived here today 
and reported the exciting experience of the 
crew of the steamer James Woodall during 
its recent filibustering expedition. Tester 
wasa hand on the steamer when it sailed from 
Baltimore July 10, presumably for Mexico, 
with acargoof coal, but which really con- 
sisted of arms and ammunition for Cuba. 
Tester says the sailors when they signed were 
told the. steamer was going to Progreso, 
Mex. 

The third day at sea three men who had 
shipped as coal passers threw off cheir die- 
guises and appeared on deck in uniform, 
They were Gen. Roloff, Gen. Sanchez, and 
Capt. Gangaley of the Cuban forces. 

The sailors were frightened, and so was the 
engineer. The steamer at night made a har 
bor near Pine Key., Fla., and took aboard 
600 rifles, 300 revolvers, 300 cutlasses, and- 
a lot of ammunition. A little steamer from 
New York dropped in there at the same time 
with 100 Cubars aboard. 

Off the Mexican coast the Woodall ran on 
a coral reef. Sau deck with 
Hud- 
son and plainly told him if the boat did not 
clear the reef shortly somebody would die. 
All the crew were called on deck and the boat 
was cleared in less than tweaty minutes. 

To Be Given the Captain. 

The boat was to be presented to the Cap- 
tain when he landed the expedition in Cuba, 
but he would have willingly let her break up 
on that reef rather than go on. 

The steamer landed the insurgents and their 
arms and ammunition at a point on the coast 
of Cuba about fifty miles from Havana. 
Every man on board was paid off and each 
received $50 additional when the steamer 
reached New Orieans. Their railroad fares 
back to Baltimore were also paid. 

Wilmington, Del., Sept. 24.—[Special. |— 
The twenty Cuban patriots who stood trial in 
the Federal Court here on the charge of con- 
ducting a filibustering expedition and were 
released from custody yesterday left this city 
tonight. 

A large crowd of sympathizers accom panied 
them to the ruilroad station and cheered lust- 
ly for them as the train rolled out of the 
station. Gen. Loyola Quesada, Secretary 
of the Cuban Junta, was in charge of 
the party. The plans for a dig 
demonstration in their honor tonight were 
abandoned owing to the unexpected ovation 
and public reception given the Cubans last 
night in which more than 2,000 people took 
part. 

Before their departure the Cubans adopted 
resolutions thanking the people and press of 
Wilmington for the sympathy expressed for 
them. The resolutions also contained an ex- 
pression of thanks to the Judge, the jury, and 
to District Attorney Vandegrift. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 24.—There is intense 
excitement among the Cuban residents here, 
who have followed the course of the revolt in 
the island. The reason is the receipt of infor- 
mation that the mast Yormidable expedition 
of those which have been fitted in this coun- 
try has succeeded in getting to sea safely, and 
that if all has gone well it will be on hand to 
materially aid the poe Cubans in their 
next big battle. 

Worked for Four Months. 

The plans for this expedition have been for- 
mulating for the last four months, and every- 
thing was in readiness for the sailing of the 
steamer some weeks ago. In fact three 
dates were fixed for its departure, but at the 
last moment each time it was learned that 
agents of the Spanish Government had be- 
come cognizant of the proposed expedition, 
and it was necessary to call a halt. But now 
the steamer has stolen away, and with men, 
arms, ammunition, and some new devices in 
the way of machinery of war is on the high 
seas, carrying with it the hopes of thousands 
of Cubans in this country. 

Every one of them is now anxiously await- 
ing to hear that the redoubtable Gen. Enrique 
Collazo, in charge of the expedition. has set 
foot on Cuban soil. With him are 250 of the 
flower of the Cuban youths and a force of 
officers, including the General’s brother, Col. 
Tomas Collazo, Capt. Solor, and Lieuts.

CHARGES MADE AGAINST) THE 
EVANSTON INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


County Commissioners Investigate the 
Place Quietly and Report That It Is in 
a Horrible Condition- Girls Given No 
Care and Allowed to Run in a Half- 
Clothed and Filthy State Mrs. Howard 
Tells of the Experience She Underwent 
While Her Daughter Was There. 


Commissioners Cunning, Struckman, Beer, 
and Jones will unite in a report to the County 
Board denouncing the Industrial School for 
Girls at, Evanston as an institution | unfit to 
be further supported by contributions from 
the County Treasury unless radical changes 
in the management of the place are made at 
once. The removal of Mrs. Margaret R. 
Wickins, the present superintendent, will, it 
is said, be insisted upon, and if the directors 
of the school do not comply the cancellation 
of the county’s contract with the school will 
be recom mended. 

This determination is the result of an in- 
spection of the school made yesterday by 
Commissioners Cunning, Struckmdn, Beer, 


by the board was $910 for the keep and kenin. 
ing of ninety-one girls in the month of Au- 


gust, but the Commissioners report the num- 


ber now at the school at 108, and say it is the 
practice of the managers to make the yearly 
roster average over 100 so as to make sure of 
getting all of the $10,000 and at the same 
time give the impression that a number of 
girls is being taken care of free of charge. 


When the inquiry which the report of the 
committee will cal) for is made special atten- 
tion will be given to the charges of Mrs.

Two 
weeks later this woman went to see the child 
and found all her good warm clothes had 
been taken away and, despite the fact that it 
was bitterly cold, the girl had absolutely 
nothing on but a ragged skirt and a big blue 
apron. The child then complained of 
being cold and hungry, but Mrs. 
Wickins explained matters so nicely 
the woman says she was misled and went 
away thinking the child had lied to her. 

Two weeks after this Mrs. Howard went. to 
the school again and found things in such bad 
shape she took the girl away. No protest was 
made against this at the time, Mrs. Wickins 
saying, so Mrs. Howard maintains, she would

They wanted to see the builamg and 
inmates in their every-day condition, and yes- 
terday morning, when nearly everybody but 
the four Commissioners had well nigh forgot- 
ten provison had been made for an inquiry, 
the committeemen made a quiet and unher- 
alded trip to Evanston. What they found 
there is best described in the words of Com- 
missioner J. N. Cunning,. the Cem of the 
committee: 
School in Filthy Condition, 


It is almost impossible,” said Mr. Cun- 
ning last night.“ to tell in readable language 
of the condition of the Industrial School for 
Girls. 4 The building, the beds, aud the girls 
are indescribably filthy. We took the man- 
agers by surprise today, just ag every com- 
mittee of inquiry should do if information as 
to the real conditions is wanted, ank we saw 
the place and the inmates in their normal 
state. To start with. the building is dilap- 
idated and utterly unfitted for the uses to 
which itis put. It is dirty and grimy from 
age, and in addition to this dirt and filth have 
been allowed to accumulate until it jis little 
better than a human hog-pen. 

„The floors are bare and dirty and there is 
no pretense of cleaning them, 
noon when we got there, but no effort had 
been made to do the regular morning house- 
work and things were in a slatternly, disor- 
dered shape. ‘The bed linen is actually rotten 
with filth, and so covered with blodd stains 
that it was easy to tell the a are oe with 
vermin. 

„ OF the 100 or more giris whol are now at 
the school all but three or four are in horri- 
ble condition as regards their bodies and 
clothing. Few of them have apparel enough 
to cover them decently and such as they have 
should be putintoa bonfire. Absolutely no 
effort is made to induce the girls to try and 
keep mselves or their beds clean, | 

Stench Is Overpowering. 

„The name industrial school is mislead- 
ing. for there is nothing like systematic in- 
dustry or education of any kind. Most of the 
girls like this, as it leaves them free to do as 
they please. We did not get much of a 
chance to question the inmates, but 30 far as 
we did they were satisfied with their condi- 
tion, undoubtedly because they don’t know of 
any other. Dinner was prepared after we got 
there, and it was a fairly good meal, but, if 
the allegations of a Lemont woman ho had 
a child in the school are true, the fare was 
much better than ig usually served. 

Commissioners . Strackman, Beer, and 
Jones stood by while Commissioner Cunning 
told of the result of the committee's visit and 
they confirmed his report in every detail, 
Beer ada ing: 

„The stench and the diet were so overpovv- 
ing I was taken sick and had to go out doors 
to get fresh air.”’ 

** What do you propose to do about it?” the 
Commissioners were asked. 

Recommend the discharge of Mra, Wick- 
ins, the Superintendent,’ . replied Chairman 
Cunning, ‘She is clearly incompetent to run

Mrs. Howard's Charges. 


Her charges against the management of the 
school are so terrible in their nature 
the committee hesitated to give them crederce 
until they were in large part verified by 
the disclosures of the inquiry made yester- 
day. Among other things Mrs. Howard as- 
serts girls are beaten, starved, and deprived 
of clothes in cold weather; that their bodies 
are allowed to become infested with vermin; 
that a Mrs. Cox drags girls about by the hair 
and slaps them in the face, pounding one 
little child of 8 years until its cheeks were 
covered with blisters; “that evil-minded in- 
mates are given full opportunity to corrupt 
those less wicked in mind; that eatables sent 
to the school for the girls are used by the 
teachers, while the giris get the coarsest of 
food, often nothing but plain bread and 
water. 

Chairman Cunning says he has enlisted for 
a fight againt the principle on which most of 
the so-called charitab:e institutins which 
draw money from Cook County are managed. 
In only one instance, he says, and in this he 
is boride out by other Commissioners, is there 
anything like decent service given, and this is 
at the Glenwood Training School. 

In nearly every case, Mr. Cunning says, 
“the managers of these institutions are repu- 
table and well-intentioned people, but they 
are imposed upon by their solicitors and 
agents. These latter are a class of vul‘ures 
who care nothing for law or sympathy, so 
long as they can get children enough to keep 
their schools full and get a good fat income, 
These harpies make the managers of the 
schools believe they are doing a grand and 
noble work andin proof of it point to the 
number of children they have picked up.“ 

Plaus for Investigation. 

Citizens ot Evanston, represented by G. W. 
Burchard Jr. and George W. Hotchkiss, ha ve 
filed with the Industrial School committee a 
petition setting forth the line upon which an 
inquiry by the County Board should be con- 
ducted. The Evanston people deny any at- 
ternpt to compel the corporation to part with 
its property at a sacrifice. 

The news of the short inquiry at Evanston 
had spread pretty weil before the meeting of 
the County Beard’s Public Service committee 
was called in the afternoon and the Commis- 
sioners were in no mood to listen to the prop.

The most interesting, if not the most valua- 
ble, of the signed menuscripts is the letter of 
Delasalle, which was written on the site of 
Chicago September, 1683. Chicago is spelled 
at the letter's head Cheeagou. The letter is 
addressed to two men at Fort St. Louis. The 
name of the first cannot be deciphered. The 
name of the other is Brassard, and it was from 
descendants of his, the Brassard family of 
Montreal, the document was obtained. De- 
lasalle was on his way to France, via Mont- 
real from St. Louis, to get King Louis XIV. 
to check the tyranny of Canada’s Governor, 
La Barre, who was constantly interfering 
with Delasalle’s rule at Fort St. Louis. La 
Barre had sent Chevalier Le Baugy to relieve

Dglasalle, and the two passed each other 
while the latter was on his way to **Checa- 
gou.’’ There was at that time a hunting post 
here established by a small party from Fort 
St. Louis, which was on the site of Starved 
Rock. It was by a member of the garrison 
of the hunting post that Delasalle sent back 
his letter. In it he told his men to stand firm, 
to plant the wilderness, and to wait patiently 
until he cleared up the little trouble and 
returned to them. He spoke of Louis XIV. 
as the most illustrious and most just monarch 
on earth. He also told the garrison it could 
drink his health on his return, and hinted at 
a barrel ef whisky which one Rolland had in 


store. 
The letter is well written and well ex- 


pressed. 

Delasalle had appciated Tonty Governor 
in his absence. The latter allowed himself 
to be relieved by Le Baugy, but was reinstat- 
ed by the order of the King as soon as Dela- 
salle reached France and word could be sent 
back to Fort St. Louis. 

The Tonty manuscript bearing his signa- 
ture is an article of agreement drawn up be- 
tween the Governor and certain men of Mont- 
real who agreed to go to Fort St. Louis and 
trap and shoot animals for their fur.. The 

date of the agreement is 1684, one ycar after 
Delasalle’s departure. | 

The Adrien Jolliet paper isa partnership 
agreement between six men who agree to go 
to The Ottawas” for trading purposes. By 
the Ottawas was meant the country occupied 
by those Indians, near Mackinac, which was 
then the western limit of discovery. After 

Adrien Jolliet’s signature comes that of Denis 
Guyon, who was the father-in-law of Lamothe 
Cadillac, afterward Governor of Detroit and 
also Louisiana. 

The document was drawn up at Cap de la 
Madeliene, near Three Rivers, Can., and is 
the earliest known deed relating to trading in 
those regions: It is believed it was Adrien 
Jolliet who introduced his brother * to 

the West.

Military Convict Williams, who with a com- 
panion prisoner named Coffee, made a bold 
dash for their freedom from the sentinels 
at Fort Sheridan on the morning of 
Sept. 10, which resulted in the lat- 
ter being killed by Sentinel Kress, 
has bobbed up setenely at Windsor, Ont., 
and has written a letter to Lieut. William W. 
Blow, provost over military prisoners at the 
fort, in which be informs the Lieutenant it is 
his intent to continue his wanderings to 
Cuba, where he will join the insurgents, pre- 
ferring to become à target for bullets there

Civil engineers throughout the whole coun- 
try are interested in the scheme of Chauncey 
N. Dutton of Pittsburg for a deep water way 
from the ocean to the lakes. The idea ofa 
maritime canal of this character has been 
discussed by American and Canadian engi- 
neers for years, but the obstacles encoun- 
tered were so great that development of the 
project was slow. 

Under his plan Mr. Dutton converts a 
pneumatic dry dock into a wet dock by 
building up the side walls and putting in end 
gates between them, and he says two locks 
each lifting 160 feet, could replace thetwen- 
ty-five locks now required along the Welland 
Canal. An accompanying illustration of 
these locks shows their utility and apparent 
simplicity. Mr. Dutton has conceived the 
entire construction of the canal to be short 
artificial rivers 300 feet wide on the bottom, 
over 400 feet wide at the surface, and more 
than thirty feet in depth. The waterway is 
to begin at the mouth of the Welland.Canal 
oh Lake Erie, and, utilizing a portion of that 
canal, descend by two locks set tandem into 
the Niagara River opposite Lewiston. From 
there the present Canadian canal system 
along the St. Lawerce River is to be en- 
larged as far as Lake St. Francis, where the 
channel will fork in two directions, one by 
a new canal to Montreal and thence by the 
St. Lawrence River to the sea, the other ex- 
tending from Lake St. Francis to Lake 
Champlain, the current of which will be re- 
vérsed, and reach from the lower end of 
Lake Champlain to Waterford on the Hud- 
son River. 

Only ninety miles of artificial canals would 
have to be constructed to thus connect the 
natural bodies of water navigable for the 
large t ocean vessels. A vast sum of money 
will be required to cArry out the project in 
but Mr. Dutton and his associate 
engineers are satisfied that the stupendous 
work can be completed without a dollar of 
subsidy from either the Canadian or United 
States Government. The scheme has been 
before Congress and the New York Legisla- 
ture, and it has received favorable considera- 
tien. Two years ago the Canadian Parlia- 
ment chartered the North American Canal 
company with authority to use the summit 
system of the Canadian canals and to con- 
struct the locks necessary to complete the 
enterprise. This was an important step in 
forwarding the construction of the great 
waterway, and if Congress and the New 
Lork General Assembly enact the desired 
legisiation the work may be put under way

IVES EXPLAINS THE KESIGNATIONS. 


Several Reasons Why Northern Pacific Re- 
ceivers Might Have Got Out. | 


New . York, Sept. 24.—[{Special.]—President 
Brayton Ives, who petitioned at Seattle for 
the removal of the receivers of the Northern 
Pacific railroad on the ground that the Mil- 
waukee court that appointed them no 
jurisdiction, no property of the Northern 
‘Pacific being within the limits of the Mil- 
waukee district, said today concerning the 
resignation of the three, receivers. of the 
Northern Pacific railway at Milwaukee: 

Two or three explanations for this res- 
ignation occur to me. The first is the/belicf 
on the part of the receivers that the evi- 
dence which would be produced at ttle 
in support of my charges against them 
would be so strong and convincing that they 
would be unable to refute it and therefore 
would be discharged. 

Another reason that suggests itself is that 
they have thought that by bringing the mat- 
ter to an issue in Judge Jenkins’ court be- 
fore the time appointed for the trial in Judge 
Hanford’s court they might secure an order 
or decision from Judge Jenkins which would 
be favorable to them or obtain from him the 
appointment of receivers of their own nom- 
ination who would be in sympathy with 
them, or possibly their own reappointment, 
with the assurance from Judge Jenkins that 
he would sustain them to the full extent of 
his power. he 

These are the only reasons that occur to 
me at the moment. Your announcenjent is 
the first intimation I had of this action of 
the receivers, and therefore I am not pre- 
pared to express a deliberate opinion con- 
cerning it. Inasmuch as I have been trying 
for two years to secure the removalof the 
receivers on the ground that they werd nom- 
inees and agents of the men who wrecked the 
property, it is not strange that I should be 
glad to hear of their resignation. No mat- 
ter what reasons they may give, I think a 
large portion of the public will believe they 
resigned because they dare not undertake 
the task of refuting my charges. 

“While not charging them with having 
made money improperly, I do charge them 
with having squandered large sums of 
money belonging to the trust estate in an il- 
legal and improper manner,and I believe that 
one reason why they are unwilling to file 
their accounts in Judge Hanford’s court is 
that they are afraid to submit them to the 
scrutiny of impartial expert accountants.”’ 

The resignation is regarded in Wall street 
as a victory for Brayton Ives for the time be- 
Payne, 
Rouse, and Oaks faction, who got 470 
for their services to the receivers in 1 and 
1895, are believed to be trying to forestall the 
move of the Ives faction.

DURRANT PROSECUTION I8 CLOSED. 


Witnesses Strengthen the Case by Filling 
In Weak Places in the Evidence. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 24.—The case of 
the prosecution in the trial of Theodore Dur- 
rant closed this afternoon. 

Today was spent in putting the finishing 
touches to the testimony against the ac- 
cused. Witnesses were summoned to 
strengthen the entire case by filling in the 
weak places. The chief point which the 
prosecution sought to establish today was 
that Durrant had said that the last time he 
had seen Miss Lamont was when he parted 
from her on the morning of April 3, she going 
to school, he to the Cooper Medical College. 
In all his statements regarding the disap- 
pearance of Blanche Lamont the defendant 
stuck to that declaration. 

Detective Anthony, who arrested Durrant, 
testified today that Durrant had made the 
statement to him when returning to the city 


after the arrest. 
The prosecution expects to score a strong 


point by demonstrating to the jury that the 
‘prisoner made a false statement regarding 


his movements and the associations with 
the girl he is charged with having mur- 
dered. The District Attorney, it was said, 
will use this as the baais of an argtiment that 
Durrant’s first statements were inspired by 
a sinister motive. If he had nothing to hide, 
it is argued, he would have told the truth 
about his last meeting with the girl.

OLD SOLDIERs’ DAY AT THE FAIR.

Veterans and Children from the Orphans’ 
Home Feasted at Springfield. 

Springfield, III., Sept. 24.—({Special.]—The 
second day of the great Illinois State Fair 
fully met the expectations of the manage- 
ment. The weather was favorable and the 
attendance large. The gate receipts ex- 
ceeded those on any previous Tuesday in 
the history of the State Fair. 

The attendance was even larger than the 
receipts indicated, as fully 3,000 boys who 
wore the blue were admitted free as guests 
of the State Board of Agriculture. This was 
old soldiers’ day and there were many vet- 
erans present. A committee from Stephen- 
son Post of this city was posted at each gate 
and passed upon the credentials of the visit- 
ing veterans, supplying those who were en- 
titled to the courtesies of the State Board 
with handsome souvenir badges. 

The badges were composed of a flag with 
a celluloid pendant bearing the inscription: 
Iumots State Fair, Old Soldiers’ Day, 1898.

SAYS HER HUSBAND'S LIFE AND 
‘SHIP WERE DESTROYED, | 


Steamship Haverhill, Capt. Watrous, Goes 
Down Mysteriously with Allon Beard 
Mrs. Watrous Insists That the Vessel 
was Suspected of Being a Cuban Filibus- 
ter by the Spanish Authorities and Was 
Sunk by Them-Official Report Leaves 
the Subject Untouched. i 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.—Gen. Du- 
mont, Supérvising Inspector of Steam Veagels, 
has just completed an investigation covering 
several. months of the loss off Barnegat light, 
fifty miles south of Néw York, of the steamer 

City of Haverhill with all on board on the 

night of March 28 last. The report of tha 


‘investigation indicates that the wreck of | the 


City of Haverhill will go down in marine 
annals as an unfathomed mystery. 

The investigation was of more than usual 
importance because of certain claims that 
might have resulted in an international com- 
plication with Spain. These arose from the 
theory, deeply lodged in the breast of the 
widow of the Captain of the City of Haver- 
hill, and persistently adhered to by her, that 
the vessel was under suspicion by the Spanish 
authorities of bemg intended for the use of 
Cuban filibusters and had been destroyed by 
Spanish agenc.es. 

Gen. Dumont from the first scouted’ this 
theory, and refused to believe that the Span- 
ish authorities would destroy, either by dyna- 
mite concealed on board or by the use of a 
submarine torpedo from a Spanish cruiser 
at that time reported to be cruising along the 
Atlantic coast, a steamer flying the American 
flag almost within sight of New York. But 
there were other features of the wreck which 
he agreed to thoroughly investigate. 

Bought for Cruising in Florida. 

The City of Haverhill was a stern wheel 
steamer huilt at Newburyport in 1880; It 
was 150 feet iong, of light draft, of 174 tons 
displacement, and was valued at $15,000. 
It had been purchased in New York by the 
Key West Steamship company for carrying 
passengers from the mainiand of Florida 
along the keys to Key West, and Capt. War- 
ren P. Watrous, formerly of Washington, D. 
C., and Key West, Fla., had been sent to New 
York to bring it to its destination. | 
of March 27 it sailed from 
New York with Capt. Watrous. his son, and a 
nephew of Edgar F. Luckenback, for Nor- 
„A. Luck. 
enback, intending to proceed thence by the 
inland passage to Key West under its own 
steam. 

Shortly before midnight when off Barnegat 
light the towline was cast off by the City of 
Haverhill, the Captain of the tug claims. 
The next day the pilot boat James Gordon 
Bennett found some of the wreckage of the 
City of Haverhill and the body of Capt. Wat- 
rous encircled by a life buoy. The press at 
the time reported that it had probabiy found- 
ered in a storm, but it was subsequentif es- 
tablished that the wreckage was seen by Capt. 
Fred Redmond of the fishing schooner Red- 
mond before the storm came up early the 
next morning. 

Capt. Redmond, in a letter to Mrs. Grace 
S. Watrous, the widow of the master of the 
Haverhill, stated as his opinion that the ves- 
sel had been blown up, as one end of the 
after-saloon, with many heavy timbers, float- 
ed to one side of him, and the pilot-house 
and other wreckage to the other. 

Mra. Watrous maintained that the boilers 
could not have exploded, as they had been 


‘thoroughly tested before the steamer sailed, 


and, moreover, she did not believe the Haver- 
hill was under its own steam, as the bady of 
the engineer subsequently found was not 
dressed in working clothes, but had on collar, 


| necktie, and cuffs. 


Suspected of Filibustering. 


She was firm in her belief that the City of 
Haverhill was suspected of bei a Cuban 
filibuster by the Spanish authorities and was 
suok by them. | 

The official report received today does not 
deal with any of the theories advan by 
Mre, Watrous in respect to the causes of the 
steamer’s loss, but is confined to the State- 
ments of Capt. Williams of the tug, Capts. 
Wolfe and Nelson of the barges San Joa- 
quin and Coal Bing respectively, which were 
in tow of the Lucken back, and Edward F. 
Lucken back, the owner of thetug. (hey all 
agree that the City of Haverhill left the Brook- 
lyn wharf under its own steam and did not take 
the towline until off Bedloe's Island. At 11 
o’clock that night they testify that it cast off

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CUBAN WAR NOT ONE OF BATTLES. 


Patriots Will Not Consolidate Their Forces 
Nor Risk a General Engagement, ; 


Washington, D, C., Sept. 24.—[Special.}— . 


This not a war of battles and soldiers,“ re. 
marked a member of the Cuban Junta in this 
city, but a question of wearing out Spanish 
troops and the resources of the Madrid Goy- 
ernment, Thus far there has been confirma- 
tion from inaurgent sources of the reported 
occupation of Banes, an unimportant point 
in the northeast corner of the island. Our 
people do not want such a place. Even if 
they took it fora base of supplies and for 
landing troops and munitions of war the U- 
ish men- of- war N blockade it 
from the water front and the Spanish troops 
would, besiege it from the land side, 

In the ten years’ war, according to official 
Spanish: statistics, nearly a quarter of a mill- 
ion government 3 were slain. Gen. 
Campos himself is authority for this state- 
ment, inasmuch in a public utterance he de- 
clared the bones of 200,000 Spanish soldiers 
whitened on the isiand of Cuba between 1868 
and 1879. What can regular troops do with 

„an enemy that harasses every foot of a 
march and, after picking off soldiers, can be 
found pursuing the vocations of peace in 
the nelds of Cuba or else taking life easy in 
comfortable mansions. This is the. class of 
people the government troops are going 
against, and it makes no difference whether 
Spain sends a hundred thousand or a million 
troops to Cuba. ‘There will be no organized 
bodies of troops opposed to the reguiar army 
from Spain, and this fact is well known and 
appreciated by a General like Campos. 

* Neither has he forgotten that in the last 
uprising, which it took Spain ten years to 
partly subdue, only two pitched battles were 
fought, All the rest were mere skirmishes, 
the number of insurgents at any one time 
rarely being in excess of 500 men, More 
frequently, however, there were less than 300 
of the rebels, as they were called, in an en- 
gagement. This is to be the policy and cam. 
palgu pursued now with a view to weakening 
the mother country in every possible manner, 

It is doubtful now whether Spain could 
recoup its losses and placate the insurgents 


by conceding the autonomy. of Cuba. There 
is an impression that the time has gone by 
for any further temporizing with the Madrid 


Government, because all promises made are 
invariably broken. 

„It has been contended too in support of 
Spain’s position that forty Cubaus are mem- 
hers of the Spanish Cortes, and therefore the 
island is well represented at Madrid, Asa 
matter of fact not more than five of these so- 
called representatives ever saw the Island of 
Cuba. All the others were chosen by a sys- 
tem of elections peculiar to the Spaniards, who 
make great professions but are slow about 
the performance of pledges of any sort, 
Knowing these things as well as they do by 
past experience the Cuban insurgents do not 
propose to be caught napping by anything 
that Spain can dp, nor will they permit them- 
selves to be shut up in a trap like a lot of rats 
for the soldiers men-of-war to shoot at. 

„It there had been any truth in the re- 
ported occupation of Banes most undoubtedly 
we should bave heard more about it on this 
side of the Atlantic. But there has not been 
a-word confirmatory of the press dispatches 
tirst sent out, and our friends on the island 
have not said anything on the subject in any 
of their com munications. 

„ Cubans propose to tight Spain in their 
own manaer and according to their equ ip- 
ment, but under no circumstances will their 
forces be massed for a big engagement. In 
the first place the insurgents are not prop- 
erly armed to cope with the Spanish sal- 
diery, provided as they are with the latest 
and most approved patterns of arms and all 
the munitiops of war, and in the second 
place they would be no match for the soldiers 
in numbers. Hence a desultory campaign 
will be conducted, the object being to tire 
and harass the Spaniards at every step. 
Then the enervating effects of the climate are 
depended upon as an important factorin the 
uprising, and long, forced marches will be 
an utter impossibility for troops enfeebied 
and run down by the ravages of disease and 
fever. 

All stories of Cuban occupation of sea- 
ports and other places may therefore be truth- 
fully classed as having their origin in Spain, 
where the wish, in this case at least, is father 
to the thought. .

Dr. Bardeleben was born in Frankfort- 
on-Oder, and after studying medicine at Berlin, 
Heidelberg, and Paris, became Professor in the 
University at Giessen in 1848, subsequently leav- 
ing to take the chair of surgery in the University 
of Greifswald. In 1868 he became a director of 
surgical clinics in the Royal Hospital of Chan 
at Berlin. He was the chief of the medical an 
surgical staffs in the wars of 1866 and 1870, and 
was associated with Dr. Virchow and Dr. Muller 
in several medical works.

Sir Charles Tupper’s Plan To Avoid Colonial 


Subsidies for the British Navy. 

London, Sept. 24,—Sir Charles Tupper, 
Canadian High Commissioner to England, 
strongly disapproves of the attempt being 
made to.induce the British Government to 
ask for colonial money in support of the im- 
perial navy. He believes it would be a better 
way to protect the empire in time of war, and 
encourages inter-imperial trade in peace, to 
place four vessels. like the Teutonic on the 
Canadian-British Atlantic route.

The lawyer says he has received 
nothing but the basest ingratitude from 
Fitzsimmons, Mr. Friend today spoke 
harshly. of the pugilist. I have helped him 
out every way I could, both with money and 
professional services,“ said Mr. Friend, and 
I have received nothing but ingratitude from 
him. 

“I do not see any reason why I should not 
withdraw my 35,000, as Fitzsimmons, 
through his manager, Julian, told me I was 
welcome to do so as soon as I pleased. I 
don’t want to take extreme measures, but 
neither do I want to lose my $5,000, and I 
shall withdraw the amount tomorrow.”’ 

Mr. Friend said-he would not attach the 
whole stake money, as he did not wish to 
cause any unnecessary trouble, but would 
simply withdraw his own money. This may 
cause no end of trouble to the Australian, 
as he is generally conceded to be in anything 
but a healthy condition financially. 


Why Friend, Feels Slighted. 


Mr. Friend announced toright he would 
attach a good part of the stake money now in 
the hands of Philip J. Dwyer, amounting to 
$10,000 and put up to cover the same 
amount which Al Smith, Mattie Cor- 
bett, and Edward Kearney furnished for the 
champion.

ORIGIN OF MURDEROUS ATTACKS 
ON MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 


cago Prepares an Article Bearing on the 
Causes Leading Up to the Outrages— 
Powerful Officials Have Been in Col- 
lusion with the Perpetrators of the 
Crimes=Time for Decisive Action on 
thé Part of the Christian World. 7 


H. H. Van Meter, a member of the Civic 
Federation of Chicago, has prepared an ar- 
ticle from the latest news from China bear- 
ing on the causes leading up to the origin of 
the Chinese outrages. It is indorsed by a 
number of leading miniéters and citizens of 
Chicago and returned Chinese missionaries. 
Following are some extracts from it: 

The first outbreak wasin far Western China 
on oe i Kiang. Liu P Chang, Vice- 
roy of the Sz Chuan Provinee of Western China, 
within afew years am a fortune of over 
$50,000,000 from robbery of the government 
and copression of the people under his official 
control. His tyranny became so intolerable that 
even the overpationt masses were enra and 
clamored so loudly for his removal that impe- 
rial government disgraced him by deposal. This 
Viceroy, still in office awaiting a successor, de- 
siring to regain popular approval and if possible 
reinstate himself in wer in spite of official 
degradation, began plotting against the hated 
foreigners. 

During May, 1895, in Chen Tu, the capital of 
this province, the most absurd, scandalous, and 
abominable rumors were circulated concerning 
resident Christian missionaries. There was 
nothing new about this, as the priests and litter- 
ati, backed by numerous secret societies and pro- 
tected by persons of officiai power and infiu- 
ence, have constantly circulated the most scur- 
rilous accounts of the kili and eat of 
children by foreigners, malpractice in medical 
missions, and immoral teac conduct 
among the missionaries. 

About evening, after a drunken, boisterous day, 
an attack was made upon the Canadian mission. 
Amob broke in the gates, but was held at bay 
for three fearful hours by two brave missionaries, 
Drs. Kilborn and Stevenson, who were nerved to 
the canflict by the consciousness that their wives 
and littie ones must be protected or fall victims 
to dn awful fate too terrible to relate; so they 
beld their own, hoping in vain for official pro- 
tection, which was purposely withheld. 


Succeed in Escaping, 


At last, losing all hope of rescue, and knowing 
it was sure death toremain in their buildings, 
in the darkness of the night they escaped to the 
city wall with the women and babies, aided by 
friendly natives. From there they made their 
way through the greatest peril to the China Iu- 
land Mission where they watched their own hos- 
pital, dispensary, and mission buildings demol- 
ished by the rioters. Tbis place was barricaded, 
but soon the mobs broke in there as well, con- 
tinu the work of destruction, and the foreign- 
ers fled for refuge to the Yamen, or official resi- 
dence. as a last resort. But thence they were 
obliged to fly for their lives again, finally bribing 
the owners of a small house to allow them to 
hide till the rage of the rioters had expended it- 
self in the work of destruc 

It was after midnight when the mobs reached 
the missions of the American Methodist Episco- 
pal Church and began their diabolical work ; 
then the missionaries. driven from home, hid 
their wives and little ones in a native house 
next door. Inthe darkness they could see and 
hear the awful fury of the frenzied people, first 
breaking the bottles of medicines, sup to 
possess almost supernatural powers for evil, then 
robbing all that was removable, a ard 
tearing the brick buil down and actually 
stealing the stones from the sewers. 

The whole horrible story has been telegraphed 
around the world till the dreadful details are too 
well known already, but the death-cries of r, 
defenseless women, children, and babes have 
aroused the heart of Christendom. China, Ar- 
menia, and America must be made alike amena- 
ble to the laws of God and humanity. Side by 
side. the banners of Christian civilization must 
be borne to protect the weakest babe or the 
strongest man, the hallowed mother, the 
tenderest maiden, wherever humanity has a God- 
given right to go. 


Responsibility for the Crimes. 


The charge of responsibility for one of the mas- 
sacres was made against the “ Vegetarians,” a 
secret society, one of whose tenets forbid the 
taking of life. It is not likely they would be the 
ones to take human life most brutally unless in- 
stigated by powerful backers, incited by most 
abominable faisehoods and oganized 3 
lious officials, guaranteeing protection; but all 
reports go to prove that they have been fearfully 
barbarous, though they have been commended 
by some of our missionaries as merciful and hav- 
ing done good to some degree by inculcating to 
some extent doctrines of humanity. 

Then came the réport that the whole empire a 
was in a state of ferment, but when the commis- 
sion went to Keu Cheng to investigate they 
found this false. The rioters had dispe as 
suddenly as they had appeared. The le 
were peacefully inclined and far from the fero- 
cious mobs expected; a deep “undercurrent of 
craft, connivance, and intrigue was encountered. 
Only imperial soldiers had plundered the proper- 
ty they had been sent to protect. In places a 
thousand miles apart spasmodic outbursts oc- 
curred, not over the entire country, the Province 
of Yunan being perfectly free from trouble. 
This is accounted for from the fact that former 
outrages in that region had been pooner 
punished or the proper authorities had acti zely 
suppressed them. Thus it is seen that where the 
officials wished to, often they could preserve the 
peace, in spite of intrigues by priests, secret 
societies, rebellious troops, or rioters. The con- 
clusion seems inevitable, therefore, that wher- 
ever these outrages have occurred they have 
originated with enemies of the empire in places 
of power or positions of influence, Further, that 
powerful officials have been in collusion at least, 
with the secret instigators, if not actually agi- 
tators in many instances, and afterward have 
been openly hostile and brutal to foreigners. , 

The latest reports by cable from the commis-’ 
sion at Kucheng state that the officials are prov- 
ing obstinate about the investigation and re 
to pupish the guilty. This shows conclusively 
that they fear the consequences of disclosures 
and do not dare to divulge their connections with 
the crimes committed under their official charge. 
The reports also say they refuse any fu r ro- 
dress than the death of one Chinese for each.

Time for Decisive Action. 


If ever civilized governments were called upon 
to act for the protection of their own citizens, 
ours of England and America are today; and it 
is now time for us as citizens to ak and act. 
Not alone as Christians but as civilized nations 
we should demand the protection of fellow-citi- 
zens and beings abroad and at home, and prompt 
and proper puuishment of perpetrators of out- 
rages against humanity in China and Armenia, 
America and England, or anywhere else where 
the power ofa Christian civilization can make 
itself felt and enforced. 


We'should accept no blood money for mur- 
dered babes and mothers or outraged maidens 
wives or men massacred most crue) 
whether missionaries or merchants, Money will 
not buy immunity from murders in the future. 
We should allow of nosacrificia] substitution of 
so-called “vegetarians’’ for bloody-handed 
Viceroys or other officials, no matter how high 
they may rank.

DECISION ON LAKE COUNTY LANDS. 


A Reported Opinion by Secretary Hoke 
Smith Means Title to 5,000 Acres, 

By the decision of Secretary Hoke Smith, 
said to have been given at Washington, Lake 
County may get title to over 5,000 acres of 
swamp land within its borders. State Agent 
Hitt has been fighting the case before the De- 
partment of the Interior for years, and has 
sucdecded, after meeting with adverse deci- 
sions, in bringing the litigation before the de- 
partment to a conclusion. It does not settle 


the matter finally, though, for if there are 
“any purchasers of the disputed land from the 


government they have the right to go into the 
courts and contest tho decision. If any of 
the land has been sold by the government it 
is responsible only for the return of the pur- 
chase price and is not legaily bound to make 
compensation for any improvement made. 

Jan. 13, 1894, Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office Lamoreux rejected the claim 
of the State to the swamp land in Mr. Hitt’s 
application. He held that Sept. 20, 1850, 
the lands and tracts were covered by and lay 
underneath an apparent body of water and 
were not swamp or overflowed lands as 
the act of Congress contemplated should be 
ceded to the States for the benefit of the coun- 
ties in which the; lay. Agent Hitt immedi- 
ately filed an appeal from the Commission- 
er’s decision to the Secretary of the Interior. 
Mr. Hitt contended that the lands were never 
underneath Lake Pistakee, but were swamp and 
marshy lands subjected to overflow twice a 
year from the freshets thatsent Fox River be- 
yond its natural bed. 

The land in disputeis in the ion of 
Lake County that has lately, become 
popular ag a resort during the summer 
months. It is gradually becoming more val- 
uable, and recently there has been a lively 
contest for its possession. uatters have set- 
tled on it and tried to perfect ownership as 
though it was regular government land sub. 
ject to entry. Owners of adjoining property 
have also claimed it and fights and litigation 
for its possession have been numerous. The 
estimated value of the land is $100 an acre, 
It includes 2,457 acres of shallow lake land, 
606 acres of cultural land, and , 
acres of marsh ‘ 

Some of it is in McHenry County, but the 
most of it lies in Lake County.

| DEMOCRATS IN A ROW 


TAMMANY AND THECOUNTY DEMOC- 
RACY FIGHTING, 


Bitterness of the Old Feud in New York, 
as Revived in the State Convention at 
Syracuse, Argues for Republican Suc- 
cess = Perry Belmont, as Temporary 
Chairman, Makes a Speech Calling for 
Sound Money and a Change in the Ex- 
eise Law Looking Toward Home Rule. 

Syracuse, N. I., Sept. 24.—[Special.]—The 

State Democratic con vention today was held 

in an old skating rink not far from the cen- 


tral portion of the city. It started off in the 


old-time style and true to custom, The coun- 
try delegates were firstto be seated. The

o’clock and takes a little quiet nap before the 


exercises begin. 

The first man of any particular note to 
show himself was ex-Gov. Roswell P. Flower, 
He came rolling down the center aisle like an 
old salt, with his face wearing a beneficent 
expression, and sat himself down with the 
delegation from his old home. A mighty 
cheer went up for Roswell P., a compliment 
which the gentleman acknowledged with a 


series of bows. 

The most ubiquitous individual in the whole 
assemblage was the newspaper man’s true 
friend, Len M. Wager of Troy. Mr. Wager 
is the Sergeant-at-Arms of the Democratic 
State committee, and he is the handiest man 
in seven States at almost anything, from pitch 
and toss up to fixmg up a delegation. He as- 
sisted in seating the delegates, and saw to it 
that every newspaper man got in his right 
place, or, according to the terse and facetious 
expression, put every mule in his own stall.” 

Secretary Defreest and Chairman Hinkley 
were in their appropriate places on the plat- 
form. Amos J. Cummings was the first promi- 
nent Tammany man who located hiinself in 
the front row.

Bourke Cockran Absent. 

The most noticeable absentee was Bourke 
Cockran. Cockran was Tammany’s fighter 
for many a year, and he was the best fighter 
Tammany ever had or ever will. It is said 
down here that his quarrel with Mr. Croker, 
and therefore with ‘Tammany, grew entirely 
out of social matters which led to Cockran’s 
estrangement. A friend of his told him the 
other day in New York that ‘* Tammany will 
have need for you before you will for it.“ 
„% That may be true, replied Mr. Cockran, 
„ but I’m out of politics.” 

Tommy Grady had been put to the front as 
Cockran’s successor. It was given out as a 
cold proposition that Tammany was going to 
fight the recognition of the county Democ. 
racy to a standstill and the oratory was to be 
supplied by Mr. Grady, William B. Ellison, 
Senator Thomas C. O’Sullivan, Senator Guy, 
Senator Cantor, and Morris F. Holohan, all 
of them of the silver tongue spellbinder 
variety. 

Many of the old faces seen in Democratic 
national conventions were not on the floor. 
Ex-Secretary Fairchild was applauded as he 
took his seat. Ed Kelly, who raised such a 
mighty row in the Chicago convention in 
Hili’s interest, got on platform where he 
could do the proper thing whenever the name 
af the senior ator was offered in evidence. 
“Ed” was dubbed at the Chicago convention 
% Hill-Shouter”’ Kelly. and the name sticks 
to him to this day. Nelson J. Waterbury was 
not there either, for the very good reason 
that he died a year or two ago. Nelson J. 
was as familiar to the Democratic politics of 
New York as the big tree at Pueblo used to 
be to the Pike’s-Peakers. He was always 
deputized to read the platform to the conven- 


tion, and as a platform-maker he was without 


a rival. It is said that among his effects were 
found three large e trunks filled with 
unused platforms he had saved from the dead 
wood of old conventions. Some of them 
went back as far as 1830.

After the band played and the @elegates did 
more or less shouting on their own account, 
Chairman Hinkley called the assemblage to 
order and for the first time in fifteen years a 
Democratic State convention in New York was 
opened with prayer.

Flower and Wall 
street, too, for the matter of that. Perry Bel- 
mont belongs to the family—and firm, too— 
which has for many years represented the 
Rothschilds in this country. It goes without 
saying that hé would not so far forget him- 
self for a single instant as to commit himself 
to the heresy of free silver or soft money. He 
was sound to the core on this proposition and 
lustily applauded by the delegates. His ref.

Ald. Manterre Hastens with His Viaduct 

Ordinance. 
_ Ald, Manierre had a specific object in get- 
ting an order through the Council Monday 
might directing the Commissioner of Public 
Works to have surveys made at once for the 
location and construction of another bridge 
across the river at some point east of Rush 
street bridge. It was this; to get the right- 
of-way for a viaduct across the Illinois Cen- 
tral tracks located and to plant post pillars 
on it before the new Lake-Front Park ordi- 
‘nance is put through the Council and be- 
comes a law. It is proposed, as has heretq- 
fore been explained, to connect the North 
Shore drive by means of a bridge and long 
viaduct with the Lake-Front Park, but there 
is no likelihood of the scheme being consum- 
mated short of two or three years hence. 
In the meantime the city and the Illinois 
Central road will have signed, sealed, and 
‘carried out the agreement recently entered 
into. that is to settle the Lake-Front contro- 
versy forever. So some of the people inter- 
‘ested in the proposed bridge and viaduct 
conceived the idea that if they permitted the

What the North Chicago Turners Will Do 
if Given the Opportunity.

GAS COMPANTES 70 REORGANIZE 
UNDER AN OLD STATUTE, 


Attorneys for the Trust Said to Have Found, 
a Plan Whereby Atterney-General Molo- } 

ney May He Circum vented—Brewery 
Agreement Is Completed and May Be 


signed Today—Another Pool in Lake

‘Sterling Rates Weaken. 

Attorney-General Moloney now admits © 
that gas officials have notified him that a 
plan of reorganization would be submitted 
for his approval this week. He says no in- 
timation has been given him yet by gas 


trust officials as to the nature of the pro- 


posed reorganization, but he says he has it 
from other sources that it will be an at- 
tempt to consolidate the seven companies 
under the provisions of the statutes ap- 
proved March 26, 1873. This act is one to 
provide for changing the names or the place 
of business, for increasing or decreasing 
the capital stock or the number of directors, 
or for enlarging or changing the objects for 
which said companies were formed, and for 
the consolidation of incorporated companies. 
The particular provision of this statute 
under which it is said reorganization will be 
effected reads: No more than two corpora- 
tions now existing shall be consolidated into 
one under the provisions hereof.“ The Peo- 
ple’s Gaslight and Coke company and the 
Chicago Gaslight company were the two cor- 
porations for which charters had been 
granted by the Legislature previous to the 
passage of the law herein quoted. The five 
companies which, with the two named, con- 
stituted the corporations combined in the 
gas trust were incorporated after this law 
was passed and it will be held, it is now 
claimed, by the attorneys for the gas com- 
pany that the provisions of this law will in 
nowise affect the five remaining compani 
Just what the plan will be for combining 
the two with the five Attorney-General Mol- 
oney does not know. He said yesterday, 
however, that he could see no way in which 
such a consolidation could be effected for 
the reason the Constitution provided that 
special privileges should not be given to any 
corporation which might thereafter be 
formed. The charters of the Chicago Gas- 
light and Coke company and the People’s 
Gaslight company were given by special act 
of the Legislature, and they exist in perpetu- 
itv. The only way in which these companies 
will ever forfeit their charters will be 
through some violation of the terms thereof, 
while the five remaining companies, which 
secured their charters after the adoption of 
the Constitution, were chartered for ninety- 
nine years only. To combine the five com- 
panies with the two would require either 
giving up of the special provisions of the 
charters of the two companies or the grant- 
ing to the other five companies the same 
rights as are enjoyed by the two. It is im- 
possible under the terms of the Constitution 
for the latter course to be pursued, and Mr. 
Moloney is not ready to make any sugges- 
tions to help out the attorneys for the gas 
trust. It is also said there is still another 
plan of reorganization if the first should fail 
to go through. 

There was considerable trading in gas 
stock in the New York market, the opening 
sale being at 714%, an advance of . from the 
closing price of Monday. It fluctuated con- 
siderably during the day, going as low as 
609%, and closing at 70%. It‘is reported Mr. 
Cammack was a considerable buyer in New 
York, and it is now said he sold his entire 
long holding last week, having bought early 
in the new deal. Ex-Gov. Flower eontinues 
to be a buyer of Chicago Gas. Wormser 
bought around 63, and it is said a good deal 
of the selling yesterday was on his account. 

Officials of the gas companies in Chicago 
are as reticient as they were at first as to 
the details of the plan of reorganization. 
They refuse to discuss the matter at all, 
though they have ceased denying that a 
plan of reorganization has been worked out, 
and that it will be presented to the Attorney- 
General. 

Brewery, stocks were active on the local 
Stock Exchange yesterday, Chicago Brew- 
ing and Malting opened at 33%, advancing 
to 34, at which figure 1,000 shares were sold. 
There was a decline of , but the close was 
at 34. Milwaukee and Chicago Brewing pre- 
ferred opened at 35, going up to 35%, and 
closing at 35. 

Another futile effort to settle the beer 
wer was made yesterday. At a meeting of 
the Brewers’ Association in the Schiller 
Building the agreement drawn up in accord 
ance with the views of the majority was 
read. Nearly. all the breweries in town, 
with the exception of two, were present. 
The tip“ was circulated on the Stock Ex- 
change and in financial circles that the 
matter of affixing signatures would be prac- 
tically a formality, all having agreed before 
hand. The reading, however, demonstrated 
a different feeling, and one after another, 
about one-third of those present, found a 
pretext to step out of the room without 
signing the paper.. Most of those remaining 
did so, and after they had finished an ad- 
journment was taken until today, when an- 
other effort will be made to secure unan- 
imity. It is said by insiders that despite the 
apparent failure of yesterday’s meeting the 
chances of an adjustment of the troubles 
are better than for a long time. A practical 
understanding has been reached by all but 
less than half a dozen brewers. Of these 
only one concern has an output which is 
denominated important, and it is stated its 
owners will subscribe to the agreement if 
certain conditions are complied with. 

Lake Street continues active. The opening 
price yesterday was 24 and an advance was 
made to 24%, fluctuating about the 244% mark, 
and closing at 24%. Sales were heavy, and 
it was reported a new pool is working and 
that the recent acquisition of stock was 
made for the account of those in the pool.

ECCLESIASTICAL, UNAMERICAN SENTI- 

Tue TRIBUNE prints elsewhere some re- 
marks made at New York this week by 
Archbishop Corrigan and by Bishop Mess- 
mer of Green Bay,, Wis., in defense of the 
alleged right of the Pope to be the political 
King of Rome against the wishes of the 
Romans themselves and of the Italian peo- 
ple. 

There cannot be many Catholics, if they 
are true Americans, who will indorse senti- 
ments so contrary to the rights of man—the 
principles of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and the fundamental institutions of this 
country—as those enunciated by these two 
ecclesiastics. One of them says the Pope 
„must be the ruler of a temporal territory. 
“He must be Pope-King.“ 

Listen to these citizens of America preach- 
ing the doctrine of absolute monarchy. 

„What of it,“ says Bishop Messmer, even 
„it the people of Rome did vote not to have 
‘the Pope for their ruler?” It means a great 
deal from the American point of view. It 
means that he ought not to be their ruler. 
The people of Italy have decreed that they 
want Rome as their political capital, and the 
Romans as their fellow-citizens. The Ro- 


of the constitutional monarchy of Italy and 
their city to be its political capitah ‘ ‘ 
> That disposes of the matter as far as all 
true Americans are concerned. They are not 
in favor of forcing a ruler on an unwilling 
people. The American Declaration of In- 
dependence says 

Governments are instituted among men, deriv- 
ing their just powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned; that whenever any form of government be- 
comes déstructive of these ends [the securing of 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness] it is 
the right of the people to alter or to abolish it and 


to institute a new government. 
The citizens of Reme and of Italy have 


only done what this immortal doctrine, ut- 
tered 120 years ago, authorized them to do— 
viz.: adopted home rule. 

The Romans are more averse to Papal 
political «domination now than they were 
twenty-five years ago. A new generation 
has grown up which has tasted some of the 
sweets of human political liberty. If the 
ltalian Nation were to say to the Romans 
of the capital: Take another vote, elect 
another ruler, and we will not interfere, no 
raatter if you choose the Pope,“ he would 
get only a fraction of their votes. For the 
Romans do not want him as their King. If 
he were put over them by France or Austria 
or Spain as King he would have to get an 
army to fight for him to keep them from 
casting him out, Withdraw that hired army 
and his throne would be overturned immedi- 
ately. My kingdom is not of this world, de- 
clared Christ. hh 

Archbishop Corrigan says “‘no lapse of 
time will ever make that right which is 
against the principles of justice and char- 
ity.” That is, it is against justice and char- 
ity for the Romans to have a voice in the 
choice of the man who rules and taxes hem!

THE COUNCIL AND THE AGE LIMIT. 

The Council adopted a resolution Monday 
night to the effect that— . 

The rule adopted by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion of this city fixing a general maximum age 
limit of 45 years and restricting examinations to 
applicants under said age is not reasonable nor 
just; that any such rule seems unwise and undesir- 
able except as applied to the Police and Fire De- 
partments; that the purpose of said rule to promote 
the interests of the public service can be equally 
well accomplished by a physteal or mental exam- 
ination properly adapted to test the capacity of an 
applicant for a position; that the cOmmission be 
and is hereby requested to consider said rule and 
either to abolish the same altogether or to so mad- 
ify it as will render it above just criticism and ob- 
jection, and that his Honor the Mayor be requested 
to concur in the foregoing request to said com- 
mission. 


There is reason to believe that the Mayor 
is of much the same opinion as the Council, 
and that he thinks it would on the whole be 
better to modify the age limit so that if a 
man is physically or mentally qualified he 
may not be barred out on account of his age. 
If a man of 60 can handle a shovel or pick 
as well as one of 21 or 30 there is no real rea- 
son why he should not be given a chance to 
earn some money in the service of the city. 
If he is physically incapable of performing a 
fair day’s work for a fair day’s pay the 
younger man should be given the prefer- 
ence over him on business principles, as the 
city is not a poorhouse nor its service a sort 
of outdoor relief or hospital for relief and 


| support.. That sort of duty belongs to the 


county government. 

Bince a modification of the age limit can- 
not help unfit men to get into the city’s serv- 
icé, because the examination will show that 
they are not fit for the service they seek, 
whether they are young or old, there is no 
valid reason why the Commissioners should 
not waive the point in response to the de- 
fire of the Council, which seems to be so 
earnest and so unanimous about the matter, 
and which claims that its constituents feel

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PUBLIC GRAIN ELEVATORS. 
The Illinois Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
mission has found that the persons operat- 
ing several of the public grain elevators in 


laws of the State. They, either directly or 


stored in their elevators and mix it in with 
the grain placed in store there by others. 
The commission holds that such action is 
against the letter as well as the spirit of the 
law, is against public policy, is a discrimina- 
tion against the public, and that it affords 
opportunity to practice frauds upon those 
dealing with such warehouses. Hence the 
commission has decided that the licenses of 
these houses ought to be revoked and can- 
celed, 

There is no room for doubt as to the fact 
charged. The only question at issue is as to 
its illegal character. Some if not all of the 
warehousemen whose houses are on the 
list admit that they buy, store, and sell 
grain, which is put into the same bins that 
contain the grain of others who pay for its 
keeping, and that they mix the different par- 
cels together in a way which destroys the 
identity of each. They claim a right to do 
this, and allege that they are not gyilty of 
any injustice. They say the holder of a re- 
celpt gets out of their houses just as good a 
quality of grain as he would if they did not 
practice this buying, selling, and mixing, 
and hence that there is nothing to complam 
of; no just ground for appeal to the law. 

Suppose 100 to represent the poorest qual- 
ity of wheat that is allowed by the inspecr 
tion rules to pass into the grade of No. 2. 


The quality of arrivals from the country is 


not uniform. The different carloads may be 
represented by numbers ranging all the way 
from 105 to much below 100. A score of car- 
loads that will grade No. 2 average at least 
101, and may be considerably more than that, 
The warchouseman has a cleaning-house near 
his public elevator. He buys in the country 
or by sample in the city a number of cars 
which run from 90 up to 98 in quality, paying 
less per bushel for them than if they were of 
better quality. These he sends to his clean- 
ing-house and there takes out just enough 
dirt or otherwise mixes in with a small quan- 
tityZof superior grain sufficient to make the 
quality of the whole 100, which is the inferior 
limit for No. 2. Then the lot is sent over to 
the public warehouse, If it were mixed in 
with that received from other consignors 
in the country the mixing would lower the 
grade value of the latter, and correspond- 
ingly reduce its actual selling value to. mill- 
ers. But the trade andthe great public have 
no guarantee that the mischief stops there. 
The warehouseman can put his relatively 
poor stuff into separate bins and serve that 
out to shippera who hold receipts which have 
been issued against better grain coming from 
country stations to men in this city who do 
not control the warehouses and are unable 
to know what is done in them. He can sell 
the latter grain at a premium of one or more 
cents per bushel to shippers and pocket the 
difference, which does not belong to him any 
more than a purse belongs to the thief who 
steals it. 

The warehousemen indignantly deny that 
they are guilty of any such conduct as this. 
But it is notorious that every now and then 
a cargo is reported to have been sold by a 
warchouseman at a handsome premium 
over the price for the regular grain of 
the same’ grade which is served out on 
presentation of a receipt that has been is- 
sued against a parcel put into store for the 
account of some other party than the ware- 
houseman, Whether the latter individual 
wishes it or not, he is understood always to 
secure the turkey,“ while the other fellow 
gets the crow.“ And there is another feat- 
ure of the talk, if not of the practice. It is 
that the man who inspects the grain from 
the cleaning-house into the public elevator 
sees it to be to his own interest not to be too 
critical, and at least sometimes passes in as 
No. 2 a quantity of grain. which he would re- 
fuse to accept as belonging to that grade if 
sent in by an outsider. 

The conditions named present enormous 
possibilities for the commission of frauds 
upon the grain trade. It would be exceed- 
ingly difficult to adduce legal proof that 
fraud has been committed in any specified 
case, for the reason that parties most likely 
to be damaged are not mllowed to watch the 
way in which the “ business is carried on 
inside the houses. The fact is such parties 
have no adequate protection otherwise than 
in the incorruptible honesty of the ware- 
house management so long as the persons 
conducting the warehouses are allowed to 
buy and sell grain which is mixed in with 
the grain stored for other parties. It would 
be a different matter if the identities of each 
parcel of grain were preserved. But while 
the identity is lost in the public warehouse 
it ought not to be permitted to any man to 
deal in grain in the same house that holds 
grain of which he has taken charge as 4 
public custodian. 
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ENGLAND VS. AMERIOCA. 

Recent events in sports and athletics are 
significant of a great change in the relations 
between Great Britain and the United States. 
Time was when the memory of British op- 
pression of the colonies was so bitter and 80 
strong that every American girl would 
rather live an old maid a million yéars than 
marry an Englismman, when the English 
outsailed us, when they made their railway 
trains run faster than ours, when they beat 
us at cricket and at chess, and when we could 
not so much as pretend to rival them in the 
exercises of manly sport. 

But now the English are last on land, last 
on sea, and first in the hearts of our country- 
women. An American eleven conquers the 
crack eleven of England by more than 100 
runs at cricket. An American wins the 
chess championship by playing gaines that 
make the eyes of foreign chess players stand 
out with astonishment and envy. An Amer- 
ican railway train travels from New York 
to Buffalo at a rate nearly a mile an hour 
taster than the rate at which the fastest 
train travels from London to Dundee. An

. THE RIGHT TO SHIP ARMS TO CUBA, 


A contemporary pertinently asks by what 
right our government stops the shipment of 
arms and ammunition to the Cuban patriots, 
Under all laws of commercial intercourse 
any American merchant has the right to ship 
any goods he pleases to any Spanish resi- 


dent of Cuba, and this government has no 


right to forbid his doing so. If there had 
been a proclamation of war in Cuba arms 
and ammunition would be contraband, but 
there has been no such proclamation; hence 
there is no contraband, nor are we obliged 
to maintain neutrality. The World says: 

Until Spain recognizes the existence of war in 
Cuba and establishes an effective blockade of 
Cuban ports it is difficult to see what possible 
right she has to complain of any shipments that, 
may be made from this country to anybody on 
the island. It is still more difficult to see by what 
right our government assumes to seize goods on 
the ground that they are about to be shipped toa 
country in which no recognized war exists. 

Perhaps the lawyers in the State Department 
will explain this point to a people who strongly 
sympathize with the Cuban patriots. 

The World’s position seems sound and its 
observations are tantamount to censure of 
the administration for arresting upon sus- 
picion American vessels with arms and am- 
munition as if they were engaged in an un- 
lawful enterprise. Spain’ has never notified 
this government that a state of war exists 
in Cuba: she has never declared the Cubans 
insurgent; on the other hand, she has al- 
ways belittled the operations of the insur- 
gents, treating them as rioters who would 
be speedily put down. Officially, therefore, 
this government has no knowledge that 
there is war in Cuba. Hence Spain has no 
right to expect it to patrol American waters 
and interfere with American commerce. 
Americans, so long as they are not notified 
there is a war, have the same right to take 
arms and ammunition to any part of the 
island and dispose of them that they have to 
take them to Havana. §pain must notify 
us before our vessels can be captured and be- 
tore our own government presumes to in- 
terfere with our own commerce, 

Spain rushed in precipitously and with in- 
decent haste - when our civil war broke out 


and within forty days after Bull Run recog- 


nized the belligerent rights of the Confed- 
erates. We have waited several months 
and are still waiting, for some inscrutable 
reason, before recognizing the insurgents, 
though they have a provisional government, 
a seaport, an army, a long record of battles 
and captured towns, and are now pressing 
on even into the vicinity of Havana itself. 
Our Secretary of State, therefore, instead 
of overhauling American vessels upon sus- 
picion of doing what they have the right to 
do had better wait until he receives some 
notification from Spain that there is war in 
Cuba and therefore that arms and ammuni- 
tion are contraband.

PEARY’S WILD GOOSE CHASE, 

The safe return of the three members of 
the Peary expedition, who spent the winter 
in Greenland, recalls the fact that last year 
no less than five expeditions set off into the 
arctic regions for purposes of discovery. 
They included Dr. Nansen's three years’ 
drift across the Polar Sea, Stein's journey to 
Ellesmere's Land, Walter Wellman’s so- 
called dash to the pole,“ Peary’s Greenland 
project, and the Jackson-Harmsworth ex- 
pedition. Not one of these expeditions has 
accomplished anything of note in adding to 
the world’s knowledge of that ice-locked re- 
gion. One expedition, the Stein, was aban- 
doned for want of money. Three of them 
proved comparative failures, As to the fifth 
one, Dr. Nansen’s, no report has come. It 
16 not unlikely that another expedition will 
have to be fitted out for discovering Nansen. 
This seems to be the outcome of arctic ex- 
plorations. Expeditions go, and then other 
expeditions have to be made to bring what 
ig left of them back again. And yet it is un- 
likely that this foolish business ever will be 
abandoned. The passion for arctic explora- 
tion never dies, no matter how many of the 
explorers die. Repeated failure seems to 
have no effect in discouraging the attempted 
itivasion of the frozen north.

ANOTHER BLOW AT THE SPOILSMONG£RS 

President Cleveland has recently put all 
the consulates involving a salary of not less 
than $1,000 and not more than $2,500 under 
the merit system or civil service reform 


rules. This praiseworthy step, it is now re- 


ported, will soon be followed by another ana 
greater one, which will bring about 40,000 of 
the fourth-class Postmasters under the merit 
system rules. When this step has been 
taken the President will have struck the 
spoilsmongering Congressmen a blow under 
the fifth rib. About half of the men in 
office have reached there through the influ- 
ence of office-hunters and officeholders, or 
by what is smoothly called “political pat- 
ronage.“ The spoilsmongers know no 
other kind of politics, But the merit system 
has steadily encroached upon their corrupt 
domain ever since its first establishment 
under Gen. Grant's administration in 1870. 
This, however, will be the largest step it has 
ever taken. It will knock out more spoils- 
mongers than ever before in every district, 
village, and cross roads in the country, and 
it will put an end to innumerable squabbles 
over the appointment of little Postmasters 
through the agency of pulls.“ A portion 
of that patronage has already disappeared 
under civil service reform in the shape of 
clerks of Postmasters, but none of the Post- 
masters themselves have had their places in 
virtue of the merit system, but because of 
their partisan work for candidates. If this 
step shall be taken it will lift a large part or 
the Federal officeholders out of the gutter of 
spoils. It will strike a deadly blow at 
pulls“ and end the dirty partisan work of 
those who expect to profit by them. It is 
awful to think that as an election may go 
these 40,000 little Postmasters will be forced 
out, no matter how capable they may be, 
and their places filled by inferior and inex- 
perienced men. When that possibility is re- 
moved there will be a chance for better 
service. Meanwhile the step which the 
President has taken in the matter of the 
Consuls and the one contemplated in the 
matter of the smaller Postmasters shows 
that civil service reform will not go back- 
ward. It is slowly but surely removing the 
clutch of the spoilsman upon the offices, and 
it will soon have its perfect work.

Mme, Bernhardt Opposes the Reformed

Buffet — Leaders in Literature Agree 


, with Them, Taking Sides with Conven- 
tionality as Opposed to Expediency ° 

Mme, Sarah Bernhardt has given her opin- 
ion on cycling costume, and has pro- 
nounced in favor of the skirt for all but ex- 
ceptional circumstances, all her feelings 
being for the retention of “decorative” as 
opposed to what she considers masculine 
dress for women. In this she is supported 
by other prominent women in the French 
capital whose views have been sought by 
the Gaulois, and have been epitomized by the 
Standard correspondent. Some readers will 
smile at the fear expressed by Mme. Bern- 
hardt that “‘the outdoor. life encouraged by 
the bicyclette may have dangerous and very 
grave consequences,” particularly in the 
direction of drawing women away from the 
duties of family life. Mme. Sévérine, Mme. 
Melba of the Opera, Mile. Brandes of the 
Comédie Francaise, and Mile. Eugenie Buf- 
fet, a café concert star, were others who 
were interviewed. Mme. Sévérine does not 
admire the combination of baggy sleeves 
and nether garments, with “tight-fitting 
body over a pair of stays.” Mme. Melba 
said, “I abhor masculine costume for 
women, It is ugly, and I have even on the 
Stage never consented to wear it. 
The bicyclette, for which I confess I have no 
great liking, is simply a pretext. It is much 
less for motives of convenience than for 
more mysterious reasons that the skirt is 
sacrificed to the ample breeches.” A suffi- 
ciently narrow view of the case, as we think, 
will be admitted.’

I have 
never heard ofa woman minister who does 
not want to vote, because there is a political 
divinity that hears and answers prayer.“ 

Forty years ago,“ she continued, speak- 
ing of the great albinistic movements outside 
the church, *‘woman was the undeveloped 
side of humanity. In obedience to evolution 
there was need of the perfection of a great 
humanitarian work, and for thie purpose 
woman has been developed in great organiza- 
tions. After a time, however, there will be 
no organizations of women and no organiza- 
tzons of ‘men, but men and women working 
side by side in the interest of great problems, 
just as God intended.’ 

Mrs. Catt answered the familiar question, 
“What are yau * to do with the vote of 
the bad woman oy saying there are only 
200,000 fallen women in the country, not- 
withstanding the Rev. Charles Parkhurst de- 
clared that many were in New York. This 
number, even if increased to 500,000, would 
leave 12,000,000 pure women. On the other 
hand, statistics show there are 6,000,000 bad 
men and 7,500,000 good men. The inevita- 
ble result would be that the good men and 
the good women would overshadow the bad 
element and political parties would be obliged 
to bid up instead of down. 

„Woman's suffrage stands for a single po- 
litical principle: To make a higher and bet- 
ter civilization. and the ballot should be ac- 
cepted, not merely as a privilege, but as a 
most solemn responsibility. 

To the query. Will we win,” the speaker 
concluded with this quotation: 

For right is right, since God is God, 
hehe ne Gar must win; 
To doubt would be disloyalty, 
. To falter would be sin.

THEY TALK OF PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


Representatives of Women’s Clubs Discuss 
How to Improve Their Hearing. 
Woman, progressive and aggressive, dis- 
cussed physical culture yesterday. The audi- 
ence room in the West Side Y. M. C. A. Build- 
ing on West Monroe street, where the meet- 


ing was held, was crowded. Miss Susie 
Cocroft, Secretary of the West Eüd 
Woman’s club, outlined the hopes, aspi- 


rations, and purposes of the organization. It 
is proposed to teach woman, in a course of 


forty-eight lessons, how to promote 
and. preserve beauty of face and 
form; to acquire ease, dignity, and 


self-possession; teach her how to walk, sit, 
stand, and how to rest; to bring into play un- 
used muscles and promote free circulation, 
It is, in fact, exercise against medicine. A 
series of twelve pamphlets has been pre- 
pared, each embracing four lessons. These 
pamphlets will be distributed to the pupils 
and used in conjunction with the lessons. 
The sum of $10 will be charged for a course, 
the pamphlets being included. The best 
teachers procurable are to be furnished. No 
less than twenty-five clubs are now forming 
in different parts of the city. Morning and 
evening classes will be arranged to suit 
patrons.
